William Caruthers, Author of Death 
Valley Saga, Now a Local Resident 


The man who first brought ‘to 
life the saga of Death Valley in 
book form now lives at 5276 W. 
Fifth St. William Caruthers, au- 
thor of “Loafing Along Death 
Valley Trails,” probably never 
loafed a day in his life. 

A native of Hartsville, Tenn., 
he was born April 12, 1876. He 
started early in life on a carreer 
that was packed with industry 
and adventure. 


At the age of 14, he was work- 
ing as a newspaper man on the 
Chattanooga Times and was pro- 
moted to the position of Exchange 
Editor. In those days, he recalls, 
the Exchange Editor performed 
many functions not now associat- 
ed with an Editors position. 

Bill remained in the newspaper 
business, and it was during a 
trip across ¢ountry in 1925 that 
the first occurrence which would 
some day result in his publishing 
a book, took place. Bill became 
marooned in Death Valley. While 
there he met and became close 
friends with many ‘of the old 
Death Valley notables, men like 
Death Valley Scotty, John Sear]l- 
es, Ralph’ Jacobus ‘Dad _ Fair- 
banks, Dobe Charlie Nels, Sel- 
dom-seen Slim, Diatnond. Tooth 
Lil, Senator Charles Brown, Pa- 
namint Tom, Jim Butler, Sir 
Harry Oakes, Shorty Harris, Pete 
Harmon and many, many others, 
all of whom made history: 

Having been a newspaper man, 
and realizing the story-value of 
the people, incidents, places, ete., 
Bill kept a diary which he felt 
would someday afford him many 
hours of fond memories. 

In 1898, Bill joined the U.°S. 
Army to serve in the Spanish- 
American: War. -It was at this 
time, that the world almost lost 
a great newspaperman, a man 
destined to become the. author of 
a world recognized, factual pre- 
sentation of Death Valley, and 
its history, 

Bill was captured by the can- 
nibals in the Solomon Islands. 
As a prisoner, he was confined 
to a hut pending the certain death 
which these cannibals were noted 
for, while outside the natives pre- 
pared for his untimely end.

Sitting in this crude shelter, 
Bill remembered how he had read 
about the cunning escape made 
by a man named Benjamin Wil- 
son of Pasadena. It seems Wil- 
son, too, had once faced this very 
same predicament with Apache 
Indians. 

Following the tactics employed 
by Wilson, Bill waited until the 
middle of the night and _ then 
quietly removing his shoes and 
a portion of his clothing, he care- 


fully made his way out of the’ 


man-eaters camp, through the 
jungle and on to safety. 

To this day, Bill Caruthers at- 
tributes his escape and his very 
existence to the fact that he én- 
joyed reading and through this 
enjoyment had learned informa- 
tion which resulted in saving his 
life. 

In 1901, Bill and Mamie were 
married in Hartsville, Tennessee: 
Mamie, who had been born in 
Arkansas, had-lived most of her 
life in Tennessee. ‘ 

Bill .aand Mamie. moved .to Los 
Angeles. in 1905, .where’ he ac- 
cepted a position..with the Los 
Angeles Examiner.

OVER PERSONS 

In a law suit, why do you have 
to serve a summons and com- 
plaint upon the person you are 
suing, the defendant? 

Under our law, notice—-for a 
man to get ready to defend his 
rights—is a part of ‘‘due process 
of law.’’ A defendant must have 
a chance to get evidence aud do 
other things to have his day in 
court, wi 

To sue someone, you start your 
action in a ccurt with lawful 
‘jurisdiction’ or power over him 
or his property. When the court 
goes beyond its power, its ac- 
tions, as a rule, do not count— 
as when a court tries to exert 
power outside the state. 

With such jurisdiction, the 
court can issue a summons tell- 
ing the ‘‘defendant’ to come to 
court at a certain time and place. 
The complaint, another paper, 
tells “he defendant what he is

The first requirement of per- 
sonal service is the defendant’s 
physical presence.’ The server 
must talk to him face to face, 
You cannot give personal service 
by mail, telegraph. or telephone, 


The defendant may refuse the 
summons, but it is valid if he 
is being served and has a reasofi- 
able opportunity to accep: it. He 
cannot come to court and say he 
wasn’<'served with the summons, 
The service is also valid, when 
you give or offer it to him within 
his reach. You need not thruct 
service on the detendant’s pc 
son. 


Failing personel] service, vou 
can get service by pwhblication 
sometimes. If the. defendant 
knows you are suing him and 
hides from the proccss server, 
you can publish the sumions— 
this is, get the court to order the 
summons duly printed in a legal 
newspaper. 

Should the defendant fail to 
answer that proper service of 
summons, you win your case by 
default.

Courtesy is the Answer 


Courtesy is the answer to reduction in highway traffic 
accidents. 

“Be as kind and considerate of your fellow motorists as 
you are of friends who walk into your home or your office,” is 
the admonition of the leaders in the California highway patrol. 

B. R. Caldwell, head of California highway patrol com- 
mission, was quoted in The Upland News last week as giving 
this answer in eliminating highway accidents: 

“Courtesy and cooperation.” 

We plead guilty to at least one instance in failing to_ob- 
serve that rule the other day. We had an opportunity to 
give the right-of-way to another motorist but in.our haste 
and thoughilessness we violated a common courtesy of the 
highway. Luckily there was no accident. 

Driving a car is one of the most dangerous activities of 
our daily activity. The human element is the biggest factor 
in the cause of accidents. 

With the start of the automobile motor, it behooves each 
motorist to make a pledge. “I personally pledge myself to 
drive saiely at all times under all circumstances. I recognize 
each motorist as a person deserving of my whdlehearted co- 
operation and considerate courtesy.” 

As each motorist stops his car, he might ask himself, 

“Did I drive safely every mile of that trip?” 

You too, may plead guilty of violating the rule of cour- 
tesy and cooperation. 

If the human element is always as good as the motor, 
very few accidents will occur.

He’s the living fulfillment of the American dream. If this 
sounds like flowery praise for an essentially modest guy, let 
him remember that no one in any other country possesses 
his power, prestige. wealth and hope for the future. 

Being the kind of a man he is, he'll try to keep his country 
on even keel in the years ahead, and we rather think he'll 
do it. He always has.

Upon the recommendation of 
Councilman Robert Thrall, action 
on future sidewalk policy for Up- 
land was delayed until a study 
could be made of the reason be-

But this thinking 
does not agree with my thinking 
now. Why should we insist on 
sidewalks on other streets and 
not on Euclid Ave.?”’ he asked. 

The planning commission re- 
commendation was for. general 
installation of sidewalks in resi- 
dential zones but elimination 
along Euclid Ave. of sidewalks 
in the R-1A, or 20,000 square foot 
lot, zone which starts at 16th St. 

“Sidewalks are essential for 
moving children to schoo] and 
for this reason should be in future 
developments,’’ Mayor E. Tweed 
Stone pointed out.
